fortn ight, 
an d en d his lon g 
journ ey at some poin t on 
the 
Atlan tic seaboard early in , Jan ­ 
uary , thus spen din g Christmas 
either in South America or on 
the high seas. 
In desirin g to visit the other 
America, the presiden t-elect has 
the two-fold purpose of fosterin g 
good will between his own coun ­ 
try an d those of the south, an d 
of gettin g a close-up perspective 
of the problems of the Latin - 
American states... 
Frien ds of the Presiden t-elect 
emphasize that this is to be 
in 
n o sen se a diplomatic mission , 
but purely on e of good will. Thus 
the Presiden t-elect would keep 
clear of an y discussion of pen d­ 
in g diplomatic queston s, 
such 
as Tacn a-Arica, adhesion to the 
Brian d-Kellogg peace treaty de­ 
n oun cin g war, an d tariff ques­ 
tion s which have been the sub­ 
ject of ex chan ges between 
the 
American govern men t an d some 
of the South American coun ­ 
tries. 
While the person n el of the 
party has n ot y et been made up, 
the ex pectation is that the Pres­ 
iden t-elect will be accompan ied 
by an official of the state 
de­ 
partm en t, 
which, un der 
the 
leadership of Presiden t Coolidge 
has fostered the proposed good 
will mission . 
In the party also would oe 
several of Mr. Hoover’s advisers 
in cludin g his secretary , George 
Akerson , an d a limited n umber 
of n ewspaper 
correspon den ts 
an d n ews cameramen . Should 
the 
con templated 
journ ey be 
embarked upon , it would con ­ 
stitute a preceden t, for n ever in 
history has either a Presiden t or 
a Presiden t-elect of the Un ited 
States visited South America. 
However, visits of Presiden ts 
an d 
Presiden ts-elect of 
the 
Latin American republic to the 
Un ited States have n ot been un ­ 
common . Brazil an d Cuba have 
sen t Presiden ts-elect 
to this 
coun try in recen t y ears. 
While discussin g policies of 
his admin istration durin g his 
campaign for the 
presiden cy , 
Mr. Hoover stated 
that 
on e 
would be the fosterin g 
of the 
closest relation s, commercial as 
well as diplomatic, with the 
Latin -American coun tries. 
Formal an n oun cemen ts of the 
itin erary of the South American 
tour will be made here* as soon 
as the n ecessarv arran gemen ts 
can be completed.

Moun t Etn a sin ce 1669 in 
the 
poin t of lava flow. 
W atchers spen t a 
sleepless , 
n ight observin g the 
un can n y 
effects of the molten mass upon 
what was the richest fruit an d 
grape bearin g lan d of. Sicily . The 
whole ruin ed coun try side 
was 
studded with trees burn in g like 
torches while 
the

sweep of the torren t was pun c­ 
tuated by 
stran ge ex plosion s. 
Crevices were formed an d gave 
forth a stron g odor like gasolin e.

REMINISCENCES 
BY J OHN F. JOYCE 


Thoma s J efferson, third pres: • 
dent of the U. S., wa s born a t 
Sha dwell, Albema rle county , Va ., 
April 13, 1743 a nd died a t Mon- 
ticello, Va ., J uly 4, 1826. He wa s 
the son of Peter 
J efferson, 
a 
ma n 
of 
prominence 
in 
the 
neighborhood, of Sha dwell, a n« ! 
ha d served ** county survey i 
a nd in the Virginia House 
of 
Burgesses. He wa s a lso a pla nter 
a nd sla ve owner a nd possessed 
some 2,000 a cres of la nd. 
In politics he wa s a Whig a nd 
ca me from a n old a nd 
respec­ 
ta ble fa mily . Thoma s J efferson’s 
mother wa s a da ughter of Isha m 
Ra ndolph of Goochla nd county 
Virginia a nd his wife 
wa s the 
widow of Ba thurst Skelton a nd 
the da ughter of J ohn Wa y les, 
of Cha rles City county Va . At 
the tim e of 
her 
ma rria ge to 
Thoma s J efferson, J a n. 1, 1772, 
she wa s 23 y ea rs of a ge, 
ha d 
been four y ea rs a widow 
a nd 
h buried th e-o n ly child 
of 
tha t m arriage. 
Thomas Jefferson was the old­ 
est son of Peter Jefferson and 
grew up strong and healthy ana 
was fond of hunting and out 
door sports. He was fond 
of 
music and dancing and an ex­ 
cellent 
violinist. 
He 
early 
evinced a love of politics, liter­ 
ature and m athem atics and at 
seventeen, entered William and 
Mary ’s 
college—graduating at 
twenty . Soon afterw ard he en­ 
tered 
th e 
office 
of George 
Wy the, a prom inent lawy er and 
commenced the practice in 1767. 
He never took a great interest 
in the practice of law and 
was 
handicapped 
by a weak voice 
and was never a public speaker 
of any note but had few equals 
and no superiors, as a writer. He 
felt disgusted with the practice 
so prevalent then, and too com­ 
mon now, of taking every little 
dispute to court and y et he had 
a large practice. But it was in 
public life, th a t he became best 
known and upon which, his re­ 
putation m ust ever reet. 
His father died in 1757 and he 
was lefti to m anage a large es­ 
tate at the age of fifteen. In 1769 
he was elected to 
the Virginia 
legislature and three y ears later 
was m arried to M artha (Wayles» 
Skelton, 
whom 
he 
worshiped 
during her life and grieved for 
44 y ears after her death. Her 
death September 6, 1782, 
threw 
i cloud over his life, th a t s a d­ 
dened the rest of his day s, as he 
never re-m arried and no honor 
nor glory could ever remove hi£ 
irief. They had six 
children— 
m e son and five daughters—only 
two of whom lived to m aturity . 
W hen Tarleton, British com­ 
m ander in May 1780 
sent the 
traitor, Arnold, to ravage Vir­ 
ginia, Jefferson was then Gov 
3rnor, having succeeded Patrick 
Henry , and the object was 
t 
capture him 
and 
pillage 
the 
country , but 
he 
had 
tirrfely 
warning and escaped and Mrs 
refferson took w arning and. es­ 
caped at a nearby 
plantation 
Monticello was captured, 
the 
house searched, but not pillaged 
the farm laid v/aste and crops 
and horses taken or destroy ed 
Mrs. Jefferson had fled, with her 
fifth babe in her arm s and never 
recovered her 
health, 
already 
quite delicate and the fright in­ 
cident to this raid, ruined her 
health. On May 8, 1782 their last 
child was born and September 6. 
following she breathed her last, 
not y et eleven y ears after her 
m arriage to Jefferson and nine­ 
teen y ears before 
he 
became 
president. -As stated, only two of 
their children survived 
child­ 
hood—M artha and Mary . 
M artha, the oldest was sent tc 
school in Philadelphia, but 
in 
1784, when her father was sent 
to Europe she went with 
him 
and was placed in a school near 
Paris, where her father could 
visit her often. In 1787 Mary was 
sent to her father and 
sister 
M artha, in Paris, but 
in 1789 
» hey all returned to America. In 
February 1790 M artha was m ar­ 
ried to 
her cousin, 
Thomas 
M ann Randolph and they made 
their home on the Randolph 
plantation near Monticello. They 
.reared a large family and M ar­ 
tha was the chief com fort and 
companion of her father till his 
death. 
, 
Ma ry Jefferson m arried John 
W. Epps, also her cousin, in 1794, 
and Doth daughters spent much 
time with th eir father a t Mon­ 
ticello, when he was at 
home. 
Mrs. Epps died April 
17, 1804, 
lea ving her husba nd the^ca re of 
two children. 
J efferson wa s then a lone in 
the world, with "five children a nd 
his wife in the gra ve, sa ve 
for 
his da ughter Ma rtha a nd 
his 
gra ndchildren. 
During the eight y ea rs he wa s 
president, there wa s no mistress 
of the White House a nd few re­ 
ceptions or public festivities, a s' 
we know them 
now, 
occurea . 
Thoma s Ra ndolph la ter beca me 
governor of Virginia 
a nd his 
wife Ma rtha wa s to his dea th 
the consta nt compa nion of her 
fa ther, Thoma s J efferson 
a nd 
a s he wrote to his 
gra ndson, 
Thoma s 
J efferson 
Ra ndolph 
“ the a pple of his ey e.” 
J efferson is described a s being 
ta ll, ra w-boned, freckled a nd 
sandy haired While Mrs. Jeffer* 


son was tall, slim, vivacious with 
aark h air and brown eyes. 
No 
more 
affectionate 
couple 
is 
m entioned in the history of 
Colonial day s. Through 
her, 
Jefferson inherited 40,000 acres 
of land and 135 slaves, and from 
his fath er’s estate a vast sum 
and y et, but for the 
financial 
assistance of friends, he would 
have died in want. 
I have said there was no mis­ 
tress of the White House during 
his adm inistration, 
but 
m ust 
add, th a t .Jam es Madison was 
secretary of state, under Jeffer­ 
son and his wife, Dolly Madison, 
at tim es filled th a t position, but 
no brillancy could lift the dark 
cloud, 
of 
domestic 
affliction 
which had settled over Jeffer­ 
son and from the light hearted 
y outh of early 
life, 
he 
grew 
throusrh; affliction to be morose, 
unsociable 
and 
despondent. 
W hen on March 4, 1809 , he re­ 
tired • to private life at 
Monti­ 
cello, his daughter M artha, and 
his grandchildren were his only 
comfort, 
although 
visited 
throughout his seventeen y ears 
of retirem ent at Monticello, 
by 
hundreds 
of 
notables 
and 
friends. 
He was a prolific writer and 
his writings are today sought by 
many on political topics. Among 
his 
principles of 
govemmen'o 
may be found “Equal and exact 
justice to all men, of whatever 
state or persuasion, religious or 
political. Peace, commerce and 
honest friendship with 
all n a­ 
tions,. entangling alliances with 
none.’’ 
Another of his say ings 
was 
th a t “All eyes are opened, 
or 
are opening, to the rights 
of 
men. The 
general 
spread 
of 
lights of science, has 
already 
laid open to every view, the pal­ 
pable truth, th at the mass 
of 
m ankind 
has not been born 
with saddles on their backs, nor 
a favored few, booted and spur­ 
red, ready to ride them 
legiti­ 
mately by the grace of God.” 
Jefferson lived 
in a critical 
period of our history and 
his 
love of liberty is deeply w ritten 
in our laws and constitution. He 
wrote the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence and fought the adop­ 
tion of the Constitution, because 
he believed individual rights and 
liberties, were threatened by a 
strong centralized government. 
In this he was opposed by Mad­ 
ison, who feared 
anarchy and 
believed the constituion, being 
the best th a t could then be had, 
was better th an to drift as we 
wrere, especially as it provided 
for and left open the mode and 
opportunity for am endm ent. 
He was instrum ental in hav­ 
ing slavery excluded from 
the 
Ordinance of Cession 
of the 
Northwest Territory and fath* 
ered the first ten am endm ents to 
the 
Constitution, .which were 
passed during his term. It was 
Jefferson who introduced 
the 
custom of sending w ritten mes­ 
sages to 
Congress, 
as 
before 
him, the presidents personally 
presented their views in person. 
During his adm inistration 
we 
had trouble with the M editer­ 
ranean 
pirates 
or 
Barbary 
States, whose custom of collect­ 
ing tribute from m erchant ves­ 
sels sailing the M editerranean, 
was resented and resisted by us 
and Commodore Decatur was 
sent to punish them, which 
he 
did, in Yankee sty le and since 
th a t tim é the world’s commerce 
has been free from pillage 
at 
th eir hands. 
Jefferson died in his 84th y ear, 
only wishing to live to see the 
50th anniversary of July Fourth, 
which 
he 
did 
and 
expired, 
peacefully in the presence of his 
idolized daughter—M artha and 
his 
numerous 
grandchildren, 
just a few hours before 
John 
Adams. His wife was only 34 at 
her death, in 1782, and 
their 
daughter M artha died 
October 
10, 1836, age 64 y ears. Her hus­ 
band Thomas Randolph died in 
1828. Of M artha, Jefferson wrote 
“My dear and beloved daughter, 
the cherished companion of my 
early life and nurse of my old 
age.”

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WORLD SCENT CENTER 


Grasso, France (/P)—This little 
town of 16,000 inhabitants, pic­ 
turesquely 
situated 
on 
the 
French Riviera, is the 
greatest 
center in the world for making 
of scents' and perfumes. 
During the past 
ye a r the quan­ 
tity of flowers, used for the mak­ 
ing of perfumes reached the to­ 
tal of 13,000,000 pounds. Included 
were orange blossoms, 
violets, 
jasmine, roses, 
tuberoses, 
car­ 
nations, casisa, mimosa, migno­ 
nette and wall flowers. 
Thirty 
thousand pounds of roses are re­ 
quired for a single quart of es- 
sencq of rose. 
Called the “City of 
Scents,” 
Grasse began its perfume-mak­ 
ing away back in the sixteenth 
century, when Queen Catherine 
de Medicis sent an expert 
to 
Grasse with the 
purpose 
of 
“founding a laboratory.” 
The 
city’s busiest period 
is 
from 
May to Julv. Then visitors are 
shown great shallow vats of li­ 
quid lard or some other equally 
pure basic preparation, 
upon 
which large quantities of flow­ 
ers are laid, so th at the greasy 
substance underneath may ab­ 
sorb any essence coming 
from 
these floral heaps. 
When this process lakes place, 
the mass of fat is boiled 
down 
and other liquids are mixed with 
it, liquids having special p^op^r- 
ties for strengthening and 
re­ 
taining the particular perfume 
desired. Then comes the t ;me to 
bottle, pack and transport 
fbe 
fragrant scents. No less 
than 
400 factories are 
engaged 
in 
scent making in Grasse, which 
gives employment to SO percent 
of the population.

IN FRENCH ARMISTICE CELEBRATION 


I . D. G. RESTORES HOUSE 


The celebration of Armistice Day in France is no longer the occasion of general jubilation 
as was the first, a spirit of solemnity having replaced the former wildly demonstrative mood. 
The impressive ceremonies this year will be in contrast to the wild scenes of the first Ar­ 
mistice Day in 1918, such as that on the Grand Boulevards of Paris « upper left). An Amer­ 
ican sailor, a Red Cross nurse, and two British soldiers are seen having a little interna­ 
tional celebration that day « upper right.) 
Below is the parade of colors last Armistice Day 
leaving the Arc de Triomphe and the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


Paris (/P) — France shows less 
nclination to celebrate the sign- 
ng of the armistice November 11, 
1918, with noise and merrymak­ 
ing. 
The ceremonies become more 
lolemn each year, more a tribute 
to war heroes and thanksgiving 
for deliverance from war. There 
rlmost none of the wild gaiety of 
he first Armstice Day in evi­ 
dence., 
The tenth Armistice Day prom- i 
ses to be the most earnest a nd ; 
’everent France has yet cele­ 
brated. 
Time seems to be wip- 
ng out memories of the mad cel-! 
?bration 
on that first 
historic 
lay, leaving only the sad recol- 
’ections of men lost and homes 
broken up. Throughout France,' 
<uiet, solemn 
ceremonies 
are 
danned, most of them at 
the 
'oot of war cenotaphs or monu- 
nents to local 
heroes.

Paris, which becomes just the 
big town of France when it is 
most deeply moved, will celebrate 
the day as simply as one of the 
villages. 
Despite the 
majestic 
setting of the cereniuiiy which 
takes place each year at the Arc 
de Triomphe at 11 o’clock, the 
spirit of 
the 
occasion 
is as 
humbly earnest as that in any 
market town. 
No special plans 
were made for this year’s cele­ 
bration. 
Custom has 
already 
prescribed 
the 
procedure 
of 
Parision ceremonies besidq 
the 
grave of the 
Unknown Soldier 
each November 11. 
There are dignitaries of the 
nation, usually the president of 
the republic, Marshal Foch. the 
premier and marshals and gen­ 
erals who 
commanded 
armies 
during the war. Color guards of 
every regiment march up the 
Champs Elysees between quiet 
rows of people dressed in black. 
They reverently salute the Un­ 
known Soldier and stand at a t­ 
tention while simple speeches are 
made. 
Then the “Marseillaise” 


is played by military trumpets, 
and when the national anthem 
has died away 
trumpets sound 
three silvery c^lls which qqho 
and re-echo in the high arches 
above the tomb of the unknown. 
Those blasts symbolize the ces­ 
sation of 
fighting on the war 
fronts of Europe.- For two m in­ 
utes the people bow their heads 
heads in prayer. 
When officialdom and military 
men have paid their honors at 
the soldiers shrine, civilians file 
past the tomb. A steady stream 
of humanity flows by all day. At 
sunset the pavement around is 
covered with flowers, single blos­ 
soms, country and hothouse bou­ 
quets and formal wreaths 
of 
laurel and immortelles offered 
by governments, cities and or­ 
ganizations. 
In hamlets and towns, 
after 
similar ceremonies of more mod 
est proportions, flowers are laic 
at the foot of tablets and war 
monuments commemorating the 
local war 
heroes. 
Sometimes 
there are dances, Concerts or 
fairs in the evening,1 but for the 
most p art the people go quietly 
to their homes to prepare them ­ 
selves for the work of next day 
with a good night’s sleep.

been restored to its original con­ 
dition by the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy as a shrine 
to the famous southern leader. 
In the building repose relics as­ 
sociated with the man 
whom 
Gen. Robert E. Lee 
called his 
“Right Arm.” 
General Jackson was shot at 
Chancellorsville when he and a 
party of horsemen, mistaken in 
the darkness for members of the 
federal cavalry, were fired upon 
by confederate soldiers. Histor­ 
ians say the volley was fearfully 
effective with men and 
horses 
falling dead or dying on the nar­ 
row roadway. Jackson himself 
was wounded by three 
bullets 
and as the reins drooped from 
his hands, his horse, frantic with 
terror, almost carried its 
rider 
into the federal lines before it 
could be stopped. 
Under a withering fire Jackson 
was carried to his tent and lat­ 
er taken to the small house 
in 
Guinea. 
His last order 
before being

cher was to one of his 
staff: 
“You must hold your

One day this telephone exten­ 
sion broke down. He was resting 
in bed and, not wishing to get 
up, rang for a waiter. He 
in ­ 
structed the waiter to telephone 
the Regent street stock 
office 
which deals in American stocks 
a fter the London stock exchange 
has closed, and to instruct the 
office, in D urant’s name, to buy 
5,000 shares of General Motors 
stock. The waiter carried 
out 
these instructions, 
and 
when 
the purchase was confirmed re­ 
turned and told D urant 
tha t 
his orders had been carried out. 
•Fine,“ 
said 
Durant, 
“tell 
them to buy 10,000 m ore.” 
Again the waiter telephoned. 
“Fine,” sa id Mr. Durant, -o r­ 
der 15,000 m ore.” 
Altogether the 
waiter 
pur­ 
chased 30,000 shares

Durant, which a t a value

around $220 each brought 
the 
deal to $6,600,000. 
W hen Durant sailed 
from 
England he arranged for quota­ 
tions of the New York

m arket every 15 
minutes 
by 
wireless during the entire five 
hours each day th a t the

York m arket was open. Quota­ 
tions on 50 to 60 stocks were re­ 
ceived and decoded by a 
clerk 
who traVels with D urant 
for 
this special purpose. 
But D urant’s activities repre­ 
sented only one phase of 
the 
steadily increasing stock 
ex­ 
change business 
being 
done 
daily betwreen New 
York 
and 
London. A blackboard 
covering 
an entire wall of a room in York 
House tells something of

story. 
The board is ruled

columns, each lettered with the

stool an d possibly a cushion for 
the chair, so th a t their arms will 
rest on the table in a com fort­

in g. 
M uch con fusion can be avoid ­ 
ed if a d efin ite time is arran ged 
for d oin g home work in families 
where there are school child ren ,

uary, thus spending Christmas 
either in South America or on 
the high seas. 


In desiring to visit the other 


America, the president-elect has 
the two-fold purpose of fostering 
good will between his own coun- 
try and tttose of the south, and 
of getting a close-up perspective 
of the problems of the Latin- 
American states... 


Friends of the President-elect 


emphasize that this is to be in 
no sense a diplomatic mission, 
but purely one of good will. Thus 
the President-elect would keep 
clear of any discussion of pend- 
ing diplomatic questons, such 
as Tacna-Arica, adhesion to the 
Briand^Kellogg peace treaty de- , 
hounctag war, and tariff ques- 
tions which have been the sub- 
ject of exchanges between the 
American government and some 
of the South American coun- 
tries. 


While the personnel of the 


party has not yet been made up, 
the expectation is that the Pres- 
ident-elect will be accompanied 
by an official of the state de- 
partment, 
which, under 
the 


leadership of President Coolidge 
has fostered the proposed good 
will mission. 


In the party also would ae 


several of Mr. Hoover's advisers 
including his secretary, George 
Akerson, and a limited number 
of newspaper 
correspondents 


and news cameramen. Should 
the contemplated journey be 
embarked upon, it would con- 
stitute a precedent, for never in 
history has either a President or 
a President-elect of the United 
States visited South America.

that tragic event which was to 
envelop the entire world in the 
flames of war. The archduke, a 
nephew of Emperor Franz Jos- 
eph of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire, was paying his first offi- 
cial visit to Serajevo. 


Although Bosnia had been a 


part of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire since 1908, there was no 
place where the archduke would 
have been hi greater danger of 
his life than Serojevo, for the 
Slavs resident there looked upon 
him and his uncle as two of the 
principal barriers to their unit- 
ing with their brother Slavs in 
Serbia. 


Ignoring the warnings he re- 


ceived 
beforehand upon the 


perils of such a visit, especially 
upon the greatest of Serbian 
national holidays, the archduke 
insisted upon fulfilling his mis- 
sion. 


It was a splendid clear sum- 


mer day. The city was a picture 
of peace. Yet there was a latent 
feeling of uneasiness in the 
streets, especially among the 
Serbian population.. The arch- 
duke was not popular, and word 
was passed secretly among the 
Slav leaders that a plan was 
afoot to kill the heir to the 
Austrian throne.

Thomas Jefferson, third presi- 


dent of the U. S., was born at 
Shadwell, Albemarle county, Va., 
April 13, 1743 and died at Mon- 
ticello, Va., July 4, 1826. He was 
the son of Peter Jefferson, a 
man of prominence 
to 
the 


neighborhood, of Shadwell, ar.il 
had served. »* county survey-) 
and to the Virginia House of 
Burgesses. He was also a planter 
and slave owner and possessed 
some 2,000 acres of land. 


In politics he was a 'Whig and 


came from an old and respec- 
table family. Thomas Jefferson's 
mother was a daughter of Isham 
Randolph of Goochland county 
Virginia and his wife was the 
widow of Bathurst Skelton and 
the daughter of John Wayles, 
of Charles City county Va. At 
the time of her marriage to 
Thomas Jefferson, Jan. 1, 1772, 
she was 23 years of age, had 
been four years a widow and 


~-n buriert the-only child of 


that marriage. 


Thomas Jefferson was the old- 


est son of Peter Jefferson and 
grew up strong and healthy ana 
was fond of hunting and out 
door sports. He was fond 
of 


music and dancing and an ex- 
cellent 
violinist. . He 
early 


evinced a love of politics, liter- 
ature and mathematics and at 
seventeen, entered William and 
Mary's 
college—graduating at 


twenty. Soon afterward he en- 
tered 
the 
office 
of George 


Wythe, a prominent lawyer and 
commenced the practice in 1767. 


He never took a great interest 


in the practice of law and was 
handicapped by a weak voice 
and was never a public speaker 
of any note but had few equals 
and' no superiors, as a writer. He 
felt disgusted with the practice 
so prevalent then, and too com- 
mon now, of taking every little 
dispute to court and yet he had 
a large practice. But it was to 
public life, that he became best 
known and upon which, his re- 
outatibn must ever rest. 


His father died in 1757 and he 


was left} to manage a large es- 
tate at the age of fifteen. In 1769 
he was elected to the Virginia 
legislature and three years later 
was married to Martha (Wayles i 
Skelton, whom he worshiped 
during her life and grieved for 
44 years after her death. Her 
death September 6, 1782, threw 
i cloud"over his life, that sad- 
dened the rest of his days, as he 
never re-married and no honor 
nor glory could ever remove hij 
irief. They had six children- 
one son and five daughters—only 
two-of whom lived to maturity. 


When Tarleton, British com- 


mander in May 1780 sent the 
traitor, Arnold,-to ravage Vir- 
ginia, Jefferson was then Gov 
arnor, having succeeded Patrick 
Henry, and the object was tc 
capture him and pillage the 
country, but he had 
tirriely 


warning and'escaped and Mrs. 
refferson took warning and. es- 
caped at a nearby plantation. 
Monticello was captured, the 
house searched, but not pillaged 
the farm laid v/aste and crops 
and horses taken or destroyed 
Mrs. Jefferson had fled, with her 
fifth babe in her arms and never 
recovered her health, already 
quite delicate and the fright in- 
cident to this raid, ruined her 
'health. On May 8,1782'their last 
child was born and September i>, 
following she breathed her last, 
not yet eleven years after her 
marriage to Jefferson and nine- 
teen years before 
he became 


president. -As stated, only two of 
their children survived 
child- 


hood—Martha and Mary. 


Martha, the oldest was'sent fcc 


school in Philadelphia, but in 
1784, when her father was sent 
to Europe she went with him 
and was placed to a school near 
Paris, where her father could 
visit her often. In 1787 Mary was 
sent to her father and 
sister- 


Martha, uv Paris, but in 1789 
they all returned to America. In 
February 1790 Martha was mar- 
^ried to her cousin, Thomas 
Mann Randolph and they, made 
their home on the Randolph 
plantation near Monticello. They 
Beared a large family and Mar- 
tha^was the chief comfort and 
companion of her father till his 
death.

Mary Jefferson married John 


W. Epps, also her cousin, in 1794,

which had settled over Jeffer- 
son and from the light hearted 
youth of early life, he grew 
chroush; affliction to be morose, 
unsociable 
and 
despondeno. 


When on March 4, 1809, he re- 
tired • to private life at Monti- 
cello, his daughter Martha, and 
his grandchildren were his only 
comfort, 
although 
visited 


throughout his seventeen years 
of retirement at Monticello, by 
hundreds 
of 
notables 
and 


friends. 


He was a prolific writer and 


his writings are today sought by 
many on political topics. Among 
his principles of government 
may be found "Equal and exact 
justice to all men, of whatever 
] 


state or persuasion, religious or 
political. Peace, commerce and 
honest friendship with all na- 
tions,, entangling alliances with . 
none." 


Another of his sayings was 


that "All eyes are opened, or 
are opening, to the rights of 
men. 
The general spread of 


lights of science, has 
already 


laid open to every view, the pai- 
pable truth, that the mass of 
mankind has not been born 
with saddles on their backs, nor '. 
a favored few, booted and spur- 
red, ready to ride them legiti- 
. 


mately by the grace of God." 
, 


Jefferson" lived in a critical 


period of our history and his 
love of liberty is deeply written 
in our laws and constitution. He 
wrote the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and fought the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, because 
he believed individual rights and 
liberties, were threatened by a 
strong centralized government. 
In this he was opposed by. Mad- 
f 


feon, who feared anarchy ' and 
believed the constituion," being 
the best that could then be had, 
was better than to drift as we 
were, especially as it provided 
for and left open the mode and 
opportunity for amendment. . 


He was instrumental in hav- 


ing slavery excluded from 
the 


Ordinance of Cession of the 
Northwest Territory and fath- 
ered the first ten amendments to 
the Constitution, .which were 
passed during his term. It was 
Jefferson who introduced the 
i 


custom of sending written mes- 
sages to Congress, as before 
; 


him, 
the presidents personally 


presented their views in person. 
During his administration we 
had trouble with the Mediter- 
ranean 
pirates 
or 
Barbary 


States, whose custom of collect- 
tag tribute from merchant ves- 
sels sailing the Mediterranean, 
was resented and resisted by^us 
and Commodore Decatur was 
sent to punish them, which he 
did, to Yankee style and since 
that time the world's commerce 
has been free from pillage at 
their hands. 
Jefferson died in his 84th year, 


only wishing to live to see the 
50th anniversary of July Fourth, 
which he did and 
expired, 


peacefully in the presence of his 
idolized daughter—Martha and 
his 
numerous 
grandchildren, 


just a few hours before John- 
Adams. His wife was only 34 at 
her death, in 1782, and 
their 


daughter Martha died October 
10, 1836, age 64 years. Her hus- 
band Thomas Randolph died to - 
1828. Of Martha, Jefferson wrote, 
"My dear and beloved daughter, 
the cherished, companion of nrty 
early life and nurse of my Old, 
age!"

The tenth Armistice Day prom- 


'ses to be the most earnest and 
•everent France has yet cele- 
irated. Time seems to be wip- 
'ng out memories of the mad cel- 
ebration on that first historic 
lay, leaving only the sad recol- 
'ections of men lost and homes 
Broken up. Throughout France, 
•ruiet, solemn 
ceremonies 
are 


ilanned, most of them at 
the 
?oot of war cenotaphs or monu- 
nents to local heroes. 
Many 


owns will dedicate new monu- 
nents. 
In Alsace and Lorraine, re- 


turned to France by the Ver- 
sailles treaty, there will be fetes 
to celebrate their tenth year un- 
der the French tri-color. But 
Paris and the majority of towns 
and cities will observe the day 
with official 
ceremonies more 


solemn 
than jubilant. 
The 


mass of citizens will attend, 
special church 
services, and' 


many will visit military ceme- 
teries. French people don black 
on Armistice Day in-memory of 
the dead. 


Paris, which becomes just the 


big town of France when it is 
most deeply moved, will celebrate 
the day as simply as one of the 
villages. Despite the majestic
